A fight for trade may break 
out soon between the United 
States and Soviet Russia.

forcement by the Federal Gov- 


ernment.”

The farmer will buy his corn 
on the market from the dealer 
and the subsidy will be paid 
to the dealer, thus enabling 
the farmer .to purchase corn, 
depending on his location, for 
less than $1.50 a bushel. 
Benson said the drouth is 
spreading damage in the East 
now, and in the Midwest farmers 
are beginning to lose livestock.

Viewing the Primary 


Tuesday's primary in St. Louis and the county 
shapes up as one of the dullest in a long time. 


This is due in part to the absence of important 


statewide races that would generate heat locally. 
It is due also to the cut-anddried nature of many 
of the contests, especially in the eit). ' 

Whatever the cause, this is unfortunate. It 
leaves the field to the professionals, the organi- 
zational workers. They turn out, rain or shine. 

In the city, the David A. HessJohn W. Joynt 
contest for the Democratic nomination for State 
Senator from the Second District (all or part of 
Wards Eight, Nine, Thirteen, Fourteen and Fif- 
teen), pits against each other two af the most 
dubious candidates on the ballot. 

The fact that the Democratic leaders in the 
district failed to induce an outstanding candidate 
to enter this race is something they should be 
held accountable for. Nor are the Republicans 
deserving of applause. In a district which they 
have won in other years, théy were able to per- 
suade only a single candidate t himself.

clined to retire the Lavin brothers, James Pat- 
rick and John M., Callanan satellites.

He is retiring 
from that office after completing his seventh 
consecutive term as prosecutor, but is trying 
hard for the party nomination for Circuit Judge 
in Division 3. His opponent, Magistrate John 8.

Another young attorney, Franklin Ferriss, may 
appeal to many voters as a likely Republican 
nominee for Circuit Judge in the county’s Divi- 
sion 6.

Why All the Delay? 

A sweeping new mllitary manpower program 
which requires military duty for “all qualified 
young men” followed by compulsory service in 
a reorganized reserve is proposed by the Eisen- 
hower Administration. With the reserves in 
such a weakened’ condition that they are hardly 
worthy of the name, and with the Selective 
Service Act expiring next June, this is a matter 
that should have been brought up for debate 
in Congress many months ago. 

With Secretary of State Dulles, Adm. Rad- 
ford, who is chairman. of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, and other administration leaders empha- 
sizing the suddenness with which an atomic war 
could strike, it is difficult to understand how Mr. 
Eisenhower, a man with a great military reputa- 
tion, could countenance such delay. 


In a letter Thursday to Senator Saltonstall, 


chairman of the Senate Armed Services Commit- 
tee, who has been pressing his chief for an ade 
quate reserve, the President referred to a part 
of the proposal that should be in effect now—‘a 
program for reconstructing, revitalizing and re- 
inforeing the reserve and guard structure.” 

That program, Mr. Eisenhower said, is to be 
“a top priority item” for submission at the next 
session of Congress. He referred to his own 
“deep conviction. about the importance of a 
vigorous strong reserve.“ 

The er having a vigorous strong 
reserve has ‘before by Mr. 
Eisenhower, by his leaders and by in- 
vestigating commissions. There have been perti- 
nent comments such as this one last June by 
Col. C..M. Boyer, executive director of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association: 

“From the standpoint of having a reserve 
trained and capable of being ordered to duty to 
neutralize with success the effect of a sudden 
attack, I can definitely state that we do not 
have such a reserve at this time.” 

With all this agreement on the need for mak- 
ing our military reserves something that could 
be counted on in an emergency, and with expira- 
tion of the draft law imminent, why Was the 
program proposed Saturday not introduced early 
in this session of Congress? 

The answer apparently is that the Eisenhower 
Administration prefers to wait until after the 
fall elections to take up such a touchy program.

Christian Dior, a Paris designer of women's 
dress whose bizarre ideas of the sartorial fre- 
quently become fashion pacemakers, is attempt- 
ing to replace the curvaceous atomic age woman 
with a straight, narrow, long-torso woman.

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- A Tax He Never Paid 

The tax bill which has now been accepted by 
both House and Senate probably contains more 
good than bad. A great many of the revisions it 
makes are desirable and necessary. 

Individuals will benefit from the more liberal 
treatment of medical expenses, retirement in- 
come, earnings of dependents, costs of child 
care for working mothers, and the like. Corpor- 
ations will benefit from the accelerated depreci- 
ation allowances and other changes.

Nor did there seem ques- 
tionable to these men in the interim 
proposal to select a private-power group 
and give it a special and tax-free con- 
tract to pipe electric power into the 
TVA system.

Tim Murray, the local contractor, was given 
the task of making the Youghal quay look like 
New Bedford. Paddy Linehan’s combined pub, 
butcher shop and slaughter house became head-

turned into offices for the production. 

barrels of Guinness were rolled on to the dock 

to represent whale-oil barrels. Sailing ships 

were brought in and anchored in the harbor.

MRS. ROHAN, WHO RUNS the stationery 
shop, sold out every autograph book she had, 
and had to send to Dublin for more. She also 
sold 100 copies of “Moby Dick.” As the town 
took on a New England atmosphere, tourists 
from all over Ireland poured in to see the mak- 
ing of the “fillum,” as it is called in Youghal. 

Paddy Linehan, who formerly sold six barrels 
of stout a week, has been averaging 32 barrels. 
The turf accountant (Irish bookie) says his busi- 
ness has doubled. A police force was sent in 
from Cork because Youghal police couldn't han- 
dle the traffic or the crowds. 

You would be thinking that everyone in 
Youghal would be happy over the arrival of 

Dick,” but such ig not the case. Take 
John O'Connor, for example. O'Connor owns 
a pub about 200 yards from Paddy Linehan's.

A New Approach

HE treatment and understanding of mental illness may 
get.a large shove in an entirely new direction as a result 
of recent discoveries in chemistry. 

The only chemical help for the mentally fll has been 
sedatives or drugs to induce shock convulsion. Chief de- 
pendence has been on treatment by conversation (psycho- 
therapy and psychoanalysis , convulsions induced by insulin 
or electricity, and surgical procedures that mutilate the 
brain (lobotomy, topectomy, ice pick through the orbit). 

The latter are repugnant to many physicians) Even their 
proponents use psychosurgery only as a last resort after 
other treatments fail. , a 

The disadvantage of prolonged psychoanalysis ébviously 


is the number of doctor-hours required for treatment, 


meaning few patients can be treated. To a lesser extent, 
this is true of other forms of psychotherapy. J

RECENT EXPERIMENTAL WORK with new drugs sug- 
gests to more and more physicians that at least some mental 
illness may have a chemical cause. Perhaps this is a lack 
or deficiency of some complex chemical normally needed in 
the brain for rational thinking. 

For instance, Drs.-D. W. Woolley and E. Shaw, of the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Research in New York, 
suggest that natural mental. disorders may arise from a 
serotonin deficit in the brain. They base this on experi- 
mental work in which psychoses (severe mental illnesses) 
occur from taking chemicals that nullify the effect of sero- 
tonin. Serotonin is a newly discovered natural hormone. 

There’s other experimental work in this direction that 
indicates we have reason to hope for practical results in the 
future. Make no mistake —all the work so far is experi- 
mental. No one claims that the pill treatment of mental ill 
ness is either available or just around the corner. 


: x X * 

I¥ THIS SORT of experimental work is confirmed and 
extended to show chemical causes underlying mental illness, 
it will be the biggest break-through ever in understanding 
and ‘treating mental illness. It would do as much for the 
mentally ill as did the discovery of asepsis and anesthesia 
in the nineteenth century for those needing surgery. _ 

Clinical work, using various new drugs on persons 


with mental iliness, shows promise that eventually some pill, 


perhaps combined with a short course of psychotherapy, will 
cure some mental illnesses. 

The two most interesting drugs were originally used for 
other treatments. For instance, Rauwolfia serpentina is a 
Wimalayan and Malayan herb that yields an alkaloid used 
Gor treating high blood pressure. A few physicians thought 
it relieved emotional disturbance in some of those with 

Two recent studies tend to confirm this. I have seen 
all the reported results in just one pilot group of 12 ¢hron- 
ically ill patients in a state mental hospital. The Reser- 
pine “produced a favorable change in the psychiatric patient 
characterized by his becoming more expressive, more out- 
going and less reserved.” The authors, Dr. C. G. Gunn and 
J. M. Catlett ot the University*of Kansas Medical Center, 
suggest that such à small group doesn’t prove anything, but 
these patients had been mentally ill and ed in be- 
havior for a long time before treatment. 

The other and even more promising drug is ehlorpro- 
mazine. Its experimental use is so interesting that it de-

VERY teen-ager with a new driver's license in his pock- 
E et has the blessing of few people except his parents. 

Police officials and insurance companies, older drivers 
and the general public look at him suspiciously. Too many 
traffic tragedies involving young drivers is the reason. So 
great is this feeling that the term “teenicide” has been 
coined, 

Add to this the condemnation of the automobile, par- 
ticularly the jalopy and hot-rod as an adjunct of juvenile 
delinquency (in the minds of most police and social work- 
ers) and you tan count two strikes on the adolescent driver 
before he clears his driveway. What's the answer to all 
this?

IT’S PLAIN ENOUGH to Mr. W.: It's time to call a 
halt on all this,” he declares, “and the simplest way is to 
make it illegal for a minor to drive a car, unless he has a 
special permit given in cases where parents are unable to 
drive, or something of that sort.

THEY SHOULD LEARN TO DRIVE as soon as others 
of their group do—which generally means as early as the 
law allows. Otherwise they feel inferior, frustrated. 

After that, it is up to them to show that they are ma- 
ture enough, worthy of enough confidence, to be allowed to 
continue to drive. If they can drive as well as you and I 
(which I suppose is not 100 per cent perfect, Mr. W.), they 
have as much right as you and I. If they are reckless, care- 
less, try to show off, then the right to drive should be taken 
away from them. That's for their parents or guardians to 
enforce. If parents have no control over their offspring, 
they’d better ask the court to appoint a guardian at the 
outset! 


In other words, I think you and I should be discriminat-
